ASSUMES OFFENSIVE. 


Japanese Are 
Ready to Undertake 


Land Operations at Once. 


Toklo. March :*.-Jauan Js road'« to 


assume tho offensive on land, 'antr'to 
follow up her successes on the si>n by 
a vigorous campaign against tho Czar's 
forces In Corea and Manchoorla. 


That all the details considered nec- 


essary have been carried out. all the 
troops needed In the land operations 
have been landed, and nil the sup- 
plies needed for an Immense army are 
In readiness. IH shown by the fact that 
tho general staff, with a roglmont of 
the guards, tho flower of tho Mikado's 
army, has loft for Corea. Their land- 
ing place will probably be Chemulpo, 
though It may be that they Intend to 
go farther north. 


'Guards' Movements. 


Tho Japanese govcrnmc.it zealously 


guards against any possible leakage of 
Its plans, feeling that, possibly out- 
numbered by the Russians, any knowl- 
edge of the Intended operations would 
be of Inestimable- advantage In tho 
enemy. But tho departure of the gen- 
eral staff, which It was Impossible to 
conceal, leaves no doubt that orders 
have been ISHUOI! to strike quickly nnd 
hard. In the hopo of repenting on land 
tho victories won by Vice Admiral 
Togo on the sea. 


Nor Is the departure of the staff for 


Corea believed to be the only plan for 
quick action which tho war ofllce has 
In view. For several days nothing has 
been.heard of the troops landed at 
Posslet bay, seventy miles south of 
Vladivostok, and which 
wero 
sup- 


posed to bo marching on Klrln, Man- 
choorla. In tho heart of the country 
occupied by Russian soldiers. 


May Attack Vladivostok. • 


Diplomats here believe, though they 


have no official authorization for such 
belief, that they Intend to attack Vlad- 
ivostok from the roar, while the Jap- 
anese fleet, known to have been hov- 
ering In tho vicinity of that Siberian 
stronghold for nomo time, IH bombard- 
ing It from the sea. 
It is known at 


the war office that tho garrison nt 
Vladivostok expects such nn attack, as 
tho governn.cnt records have been 
moved to KhaharAvoka. 400 miles to 
tho north, and all foreigners have been 
warned to leave tho city. 


That a.htige land battle, possibly at 


two or more points, may be expected 
soon, Is evident. ' 


DESPERATE PRISONER 


TRIES TO BREAK JAIL 


Kills Another Inmate and Attempts to 


Shoot Sheriff and Jailer Before 


He Is Slain. 


' St. Clalrsvllle, Ohio, March 2.—In 
a desperate 
hand-to-hund 
struggle 


with Jailer Clyde Bulger, Scott Nell, 
a prisoner at the county Jail, was 
shot dead, after having himself killed 
James Button, a fellow prisoner. In 
an attempt to escape. 


Nell also attempted to nhoot tho 


jailer and Sheriff Major, and would 
have succeeded had nut his weapon 
missed ilre. When this means failed 
him he attempted to club the officers 
with his pistol, and struggled desper- 
ately to tear himself louse. At length 
Bulger, pushed to the extreme, ami 
fearing for his own life, drew his pis- 
tol and shot tiie prisoner, the bullet 
taking effect Instantly. 


Nell's attempt was wholly unexpect- 


ed, because of the Improbability of 
any one ever making It successfully. 
Just why he killed Sutton 
Is 
not 


known, although It Is believed Sutton 
stood In his way, and for this provo- 
cation was shot down, How Nell se- 
cured the weapon to carry out his 
desperate purpose Is also unknown. 


Other prisoners, attracted by' tho 


shots, watched the Jailer and his pris- 
oner struggle backward and forward 
In tbo corridor.
